"The first intention of the police waa 
to begin with Michael Flavin. But a.s he 
wa.s a formiilable-looking person and sit- 
ting near the mid<lle of the bench, 
whereas I was thin, weak-looking au<1 
sitting in a corner aest, tbey tarned in 
my direction. 

"Patrick McHugh, M. P., of North 
Leitrim, who wsa seat ed on the at^ be- 
aide me, inatsntly linked sn srm in 
mine, while I firmly graaped the aest 
with both hands. I waa determined not 
to go while my strength lasted. 

"Two of the Hpuse of Commons at- 
tendants got behinil and grasped me 
under the arms, one )Kiliceman seized me 
by the coat collar, another policeman put 
an arm around my body from the front 
and two more caught each leg. But they 
failed to move me, try as tbey might. 

"My colleagues were cheering and Mc- 
Hugh wsa aaeiitisg me to talsia my 
place. 

"Thia tnggiflg kwlad, I sm told, four 
minutes, and the fat policemen were 

sweating and blowing like grampuses, 
but owing to the cramped position in 
which they were placed they could not 
eaert all their strength, while the police- 
men pulling uiy body and legs helpeii to 
neutralise the force of tboae tugging at 
the back of my neck. 

"Inapector Scantlebury waa then di- 
rected by the Setgesnt-st-Arma to get 
more men. Scantlebury himaelf advanced, 
leaned acroaa McHugh and caught my 
collar from one side. At the same 
moment McHugh chucked Scantlebury 
under the throat. The latter loat his 
balance and fell on McHugh, who lost 
his grasp on me.

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Bvery now and then some ooc ooiaea to 
the fore in the pages of our great Sunday 
jourualit intent on manufacturing a new 
order of aristocracy to suit the preten- 
sions of a certain class of citizens. These 
for the most part are people who have 
recently acquired considerable money 
and, having acquired it, at once feel it 
incumbent on them to set about the man- 
ufacture of famous aneeatora. Here in 
KentaclKy a few have simple pntanaions, 
claimiug back merely to sturdy pioneers 
who lived in the daya of Boone and Ken- 
ton. (Hhers, again, claim deacent fmin 
various Virginia cavaliers, and these dis- 
play crests and family mottoes, nt least 
on paper, when occasion affords oppor- 
tunity, and straightway liegin the pur- 
chase of "colonial" furniture, at second- 
band junk-shops, or buy it made to order 
at factories created by the demand. In 
tbia wajr at least pride greatly stimulates 
trade. Already in thia country the man- 
ufacture of furniture and family crests 
has become a great ioduatry. 

To a great extent, however, the reel 
aristocracy in America exists as yet at 
tlic Ixittoiu of the social ladder. There 
iri' nun driving huckster wagons today 
in Cincinnati and Louisville whose an- 
cestors were reigning Kings when Charle- 
magne was struggling to win a kingdom. 
Then are othwi laboring on the strecU 
whose ancestors Kings befbca the 
Goths, Huns, Vandab broke in pieces the 
power of pagan Rome; others whose an- 
cestors as strong Kings chased the lehions 
of Citsar out of Britain and pushed them 
across the face of Kuro])e and t>ack 
through the Apennines befort Patrick 
preached in Ireland, and others, again, 
who can trace their ancestry back beyond 
the sitting of the first Pontiff upon his 
chair. In the language of Zimmer, the 
great Celtic scholar ai Germany, "The 
antiquity (rf the Irish race ia one of the 
moat astounding facta on earth." And 
before his day Pete Theband had de- 
clared, "If aristocracy be desired it can 
he fdiind an)ong the Milesians of this 
c Theirs is a line surpissed only by 
the royal line of the tribe of Juda. " In 
this and the succeeding papers let us con- 
sider records left by a few families of the 
many that exist. 

In one oC Ua moat ftMdoating aovels 
of Iriah life and character Charies Lever 
ays, "The O'Malleys have their chroni- 
les, wild and barbarous enough, without 
the aid of Thor and Woden." And 
the ohservaiion is true. It is a line 
which can he traced l)ack a thousand 
years before the dawn of the Christian 
era, if one is disposed tc accept ancient 
tradition, and back to Anno Domini 368 
if we accept written hiatory. It ia a curi- 
ous fact that to oo* of tbdr rac* credit 
must be asaignad that Chilatiaaity was 
bfongbt to Ireland. According to unim- 
peschable written history they are de- 
scended from Kochaidh Muigbmheadhoin 
(pro. Ktx-hy Moyvone), King of all Ire- 
land and father of the famous Niall of the 
Nine Hostages. It was Niall, son of 
Bochsidh, who captured St. Patrick >Uir 
ing one of hia raida and brottght him a 
slave to Ireland. Niall himself had an 
elder brother, named Brian, whom b« 
deprived d Ua throoa by force aaily in 
his career, Brian later became King of 
Connanght, and was killed in battle in 
the year 408. Dathi, his aon, became 
King of Ireland shortly after, and was the 
last pagan King of that country. He it 
was who pushed the retreating legious of 
Cseaar across the contiueut after their 
evacuation of Britain, and was killed by a 
falling thunderbolt in the Apeuninea. 
Keating declarca that bis death was due 
to a judgment of heaven upon him for 
having "plundered the sanctuary of a 
holy hermit, Farmenina, who cursed him 
therefor." Davis, Mangan, Aubra;^ Oe 
Vere and other famous poeta have oele- 
brateil his daring aad death in imperiah- 
able verse. 

Accoitiing to the .\nnals of the Four 
Masters bis succcMor, Conal Oirisou, be- 
came King of Connaught, and from 
thence the line of descent is thus traced 
by the same records: Conal Oinson, 
grandson of Brian; Armeadb, his son; 
Cumnscrach, his aon; Mortagh, his son; 
Maill, Us aon (from whom the sept took 
It^naaa); Seaehnaaacht, his aon; Plann 
Abbraidh, his son; Dubbdara, his sun; 
Mortagh, his son; Mortagh II., his sou; 
Dubbdara II., bis son; Mortagh III., his 
son. In 850 surnames began to be taken 
by the governing families, instead of in 
Brian Boroibme'a time, aa usually stated 
in hiatory. In consequence Dtmald Pioon, 



turn, was succeeded by Brian I'i Mhaille, 
his son, and he by Donald, and he by 
Dernio<l, his son, Hnd I)ermo<l by Owen, 
biason,and Owen by Derniod 11., and 
Dermod II. by Dermwl III. and Dernio<l 
m. by .Tciget Ua aon. Tbia Teige ( or 
Timothy ia Bi^lWi) had aix brothers 
—Dubbdara, OiMB, Dermod. Hugh, 
Brian and John. 

During this period of dcaceat tht for- 
tune of the family had greatly changed. 
' For seven generations the bloo<l was thai 
of Kings- first Kin^s of all Ireland; 
next Kings of Connaught. Before the 
time of Brian Boroihme the chief O'Mal- 
leys had become merely Sept-Kings, or 
rolera of a clan. Several things con- 
tributed towaid tUa end. The coming 
of the Daaca iu 81S fiUabed breaking the 
line as rulers of Conaaaght. it would 
appear. The "Men of Umhall," the 
"Sons of Maill," suffered terribly during 
the wars with the fierce Northmen. Ad- 
ded to this was a centuries-long struggle 
with the O'Connors, who M-i/cl their in- 
heritance after the Danes hail laid the 
province desolate and weakened the 
mlera of Umhall. If history does not 
err, a wteove r , the O'Malleys had them- 
selvea greatly to blame. The race has 
always beea exceedingly proud, exces- 
sively willful; unnaturally vindictive— 
"equally productive of saints and devils," 
as Red Angus O Daly, the noted Irish 
bard, put it once ui>on a time. The 
O'Connors could forgive and forget in- 
juries; the headstrong O'Malleys neither 
forgot nor forgave. The struggle between 
the two racca began early in the tenth 
century, attd, with few intermissions, 
laalad dowa to the doae-of the aixteentta. 
Owing to thia strnggla, aad to the ex- 
ceeding tenacity of the "Sooa of Maill," 
it is doubtful if any Iriah sept haa shad as 
much humaii blood aa has beea Aed by 
the 0'.Malleys. Until recent years all 
of that iiante have seemed to desire con- 
flict rather than inaction, and power 
rather than unnoticed virtue. 

A brief review of their career in this 
respect will indeed prove that the family 
has ita «M4 and bar^arons chronicles, 
while aefirlag at the aame time to trace 
the liae dowa to modem timea— a pitiful 
record of misfortnne and disaster. lu 
1123 Teige, the sepi-kini; waa drowned 
by the foundering of his galley off the 
Isle of Arran. He was succeede<l by 
Donald, his son, who died in 1176. In 
1198 Muriogh O'Malley was killed by 
the O'Connors; in 1219 Dubbdara, his 
son, waa "put to death in bis own 
fortress for his misdeeds," by Cathal 
O'Connor, King of Connanght. In 1235 
Donal aa4 Mnrtogh O'Mall^ were 
killed by die O'Ooaaora while eiaking a 
reprisal to avenge their father. "Seven 
chief men of the O'Connors" were killed 
during this foray, The triumph of the 
O'Connors, however, was of short dura- 
tion. At I'.aster of that year the first 
Englirh invaders defeated Manui O'Con- 
nor, King of Connanght, and massacred 
his people, men. women aad cUldren, 
without mvtj. Witlioiitaidiag with the 
Bngliah, the O'Malleya appear responsi- 
ble for the defeat of their enemies. They 
were yet strong in ships and fighting 
men, yet they saw their rivals destroyed 
without I'ftiiig a helping hand. The 
Annals of the l"our Masters assert that 
"had Manus been on friendly terms with 
the O'Malleya they would have sent their 
shipping against the Bnglish" and saved 
him bis throne. Ia the sutumn of the 
same year the Bail^lifi under Hngodc 
Lacy and De Bui|d laid daaolate the 
country of the O'Malleya, aad to aadi 
an extent that the name doea not appear 
again in msrtisl history for more tban 
one hundred years. In 1:5,17 we find 
Donal Roe O'Mallev and Cormac his 
son "slain by Mebric and others of the 
English," the first mention since 123^). 

The century of inaction appears really 
to have been one of preparation. Always 
a sea-faring race, the O'Malleys had 
withdrawn to the oatlyiag islanda be- 
fore the BagUah aad here reacwed their 
atreagth. Ia 1861 the aept-Uag (or 
chiefUia ia Scottidi form), aasMd Tua- 
tbal, died, and again the aqit alaitad on a 
career of bloodshed. In 1378 the O'Mal- 
leys kille<l the IvHijlish ruler, MacWiUiam 
Burke, a decendeut of De Burgo. The 
next year they ravaged the country of 
the "ferocious O' Flaherties." In 1384 
the O'Flaherties killed Owen, Conaac 
and other leaders of the O'Malley sept. 
In 13SM Conor, acm of Owen, and many 
othera of bia people were drowned be- 
tweea Arran and the mainland while 
returning from n pluudeiiag ezcuiaion 
into West Connaught. 

A few years later Melaghlin O'Malley 
and a number of his clah went in a ship 
toCoomaicne and slew the grandson of 
Cathal O'Flaberty and many of his fol- 
lowers ; in returning Melaghlin and thir- 
ty-three of his men were drowned off the 
coast of Arran. A few years latto the 
Chief MacSweeay of Tyrcoaneli waa cap- 
tarad dnriag aa expedition aad with hia 
daughter waa hurled down a pradpice 
into the aea by the trtba «■ Ckie Island, 
which had now beMlttflMrjMftt strong- 
hold. With few wSiSPSS6» every Eng- 
lish seaport on the west coast of Ireland, 
and a few south ard north, was visited 
by the fierce aept in their long galleys 
and queer ships snd plundered snd .fired

, in 1874 Dermot O'Malley founded Knock- 
jmoy Abbey; in 1407-10 the 0'Mall«|-a 
founded tba mat Augntiaiaa aioaastery 
of Murriik. It Atignmae was the patron 
' saint of the sept, hence many, even at 
thisdaybesurthenameof .\ustin. Murrisk 
I was sequestrated during the time of 
1 Iciiry V) 1 1. Of distinguished church 
men the family had its shaie likewise. 
In 1*201 Conor O'Malley dieil Ifishop of 
.\nnaghdown. The Four Masters call 
him "a brilliant gem and pillar of the 
church." Thomaa O'Malley was Bishop 
of the same dioceae from 1847 to 1251 ; 
anotjier Thomaa ita Bfahop a century 
later. Rdan O'Malley was Bishop of 
Clonniacnots from Pil."? to V2'^0. The 
sept produced several martyrs for the 
Faith, the first being Father Roniaud 
O'MaUey, hanged (alxjut the year ItiM ) 
because he would not forswear. 

In 1415 division crept into the sept, 
war arising between Dermot and Hugh, 
tht latter aeizing a "great prey" from 
hia broUiar, wherenpoa the latter seised 
Clare Uaad, and Uiter "slew Hugh and 
his aon Conor, and the son of Tiiomas, 
and Donal and many others," and 
wrested the chieftainship from all Hugh's 
descendants. In 1427 Dermot'sson, Hitgh, 
was slain during a foray in Tyrconnell. 
His son was slain two years lattr by Me- 
laghlin O'Mallev, son of the first line, 
lu H<>U the O'Mallevs and O'Briens war- 
rod against the McMahons^ with many 
killed oa both aides as a reanlt. A few 
yeara later Brian and Hugh O'Malley 
went to war (1481) and Brian was kille<f. 
The O'Malleys plundered the town of 
Killybcgs in 1513 and put manv to death; 
were pursued and Owen the leader was 
slain. In 1524 Dermot O'Malley was 
killed '>y Corniac MacCarthy in the 
County Cork, to revenge the killing of 
his fatlier. In 15(18 the O'Malleys, Mc- 
Sweenya and McMaurices drove out the 
Geraldinea and Sheehya who were laying 
vraste the couatiea of Kerry, Donegal 
and Mayo. The Aaaala say that '"The 
clan Sheehy and the Geraldinea were 
defeated with great slaughter. The John 
O'Malley of this event was brother of 
Owen, father of the celebrated Orainne 
Uiale, or Grace O'Malley, famou.4 in his- 
tory, song and story as the last Queen of 
Connaught. Since even an outline of 
her career is not possible in a paragraph, 
we must reserve a fuller acoonat tmtil 
next week. We wish to add, aiaraovcr, 
that the sketch than pw ei at aa wUl coa- 
tain much matter recently diacore r ad by 
one of her race, who haa for years pa- 
tiently investigated her career. 

Here it may be of interest to say that 
philologists assert that the name O'. Val- 
ley is derived from the Gallo - Kellic 
name Manlios, which later took on the 
Latin form Manlius. The De Mailys of 
France thus derive their name fiom a 
warrior of ancient Gaul, and Gluck'a 
"Die bei Cseaar Vorkommenden Kelt- 
ischca Namea" allege* a Kelt of Gaul 
carried the name to Keltic Ireland long 
before the Christian era. The motto of 
the O'Malleys hss been "Terra Marique 
Potens'* (Powerful on land and sea), for 
nearly a thousand years. The family 
crest is a flying horse: the arms, three 
bent bows; a red boar in an argent field, 
and a galley with oara in action. These 
things indicate sea-life, and, as said be- 
fore, for hnadreds of years the O'Malleys 
were a aea-faring people. Moreover, 
from the time of Bocbaidh and Dathi, in 
pre-chriatian davs, down to the time of 
Grainne Uiale, the race had always been 
predatory by land and sea. The former 
plundered the coasts of Britain and Gaul 
in their long galleys; their descendants, 
limited in territory, urst to Connaught, 
next to the counties of Mayo and Gal- 
way, and Clare and other islands, pil- 
laged and burned, not ooly "Bcidah 
towaa" at will, but the districts of their 
Irish eaemies as well. In ststure the 
maa of the governing line of the sept 
were iuTariably tall and sinewy, blonde 
ia type, with hair inclined to be fair. 
This must have been inherited. Niall 
of the Nine Hostages, brother to Brian 
from whom the O'Malleys descend, had 
hair "yellow as a blossom of St. John's 
wort," while Dathi had "hair more yellow 
tban smelted gold." 

If an old legend of the family may be 
credited, furthermore, both the ravaging 
tendencv of the sept and the blonde nair 
of its rulers were helped at the beginning 
of the ninth century. Legetid has it 
that when the Danes invaded Ireland in 
812. the invading viking bad his daugh- 
ter with him, her hair "red-gold in the 
morning twilight." The Danea landed 
in Clew Bay and were met by the men of 
Umhall in their galleya. Tba battle 
lasted all day, but at aet of sua the 
chieftain of Umhall aaaailed the viking 
in bia galley, slew him before the eyes 
of his daughter and carried her to bis 
stronghold on the mainland. Having 
converteil her to Christianity he married 
her and a family began growing up 
around them. But the Danes came agaiu 
to Ireland years after and finding the 
men of Umhall on a forav elsewhere, 
stayed the women and cUlaren. When 
the chief of Umhall returned with his 
eldest son and people he fonnd his wife 
snd other children breathing their last. 
Before the Danish woman died, however, 
she promised that as long as her blood 
remained in the family her spirit would 
warn the race of impending disaster. 
Thus was the fsbled brnshee, or warning 
spirit, of the O'Malleys accounted for. 
Readers of this aketdi will allow that 
she muat have beea kept pretty bnay 
for several ccatnriea folkmiag.

yet existed in England that wu notover- 
wlielijiingly of "clnss" complexion. Thil 
is even true of most of Mr. Gladstone's 
popular" cabinets. The landed aristoc- 
racy or the higher capitalistic classes were 
predominant in the important posts of 
Liberal home and foreign tdminiatration, 
joat aa they are at this hour under Lord 
Saliabnry'a Tory Premienbip. 

No tmly detnoomtic miniatry has yet 
received a maoda'te from the Britiah 
Honae of ConmoM; and Uiia ia why one 
of the two chambcn o( the legialature 
remains hereditary and non-elective; why 
one church out of dozens of Christian 
churches is a State institution drawing 
support from national property; why the 
laud is atill monopolized by the descend- 
antaof Norman baronets; why the army 
is officered by members of the "upper 
ten"; why members of Parliamept are 
not paid for their time and aerrioea aa 
in every other coantry really ruled by 
an elective legislature, and why all the 
crown colonies and other Britiah depend- 
endea bave govemora ever and esdn> 
aively aelected from the "aocietr" aection 
oif the Britiah nation. 

The Britiah conatitution is prolific in 
the phrases and fmma of freedom, but re- 
strictive in the true application of the 
principles of popular liberty. It is truly 
a ma)4nificeut shaiti, a sophistry in ruling 
systems, a parody upon popular govern- 
ment, in its pretended regard for an 
eau^liiy of citizenship in political and 
legal risbta which exiala nowhere in 
Great Bntain or Ireland. 

"Take thia much vanuted conatitution 
and imperial Parliament in their latest 
combined function — ^the act of anccession 
of the King. What regard for the en- 
liglitenetl precepts of reliKious freedom 
was shown in the terms of the oath which 
the monarch wascom]>elled to take under 
the constitution ? No other civilized 
State, great or small, would disgrace 
itself by the bigoted and ofaacorattoniat 
formula thus subscribed to. 

It declared and emphaaized a malig- 
nant falsehood,, sworn to npon a Bible, 
and proclaimed before the world this 
studied insult to the conscientioua belief 
and to the faith of ten millions of people 
belonging to the oldest church in Chris- 
tendom, who live within the realms over 
which tljis very King is called upon to 
reign ! Yet Englishmen will aolemnly 
assure you that there ia no religioua in- 
equality within the Britiah dominlona, 
jnat as' the same aathority will boaat 
that English rale meana freedom, prog- 
reaaand justice everywhere, while India 
and every crown colony within the impe- 
rial system are systematically denied rep- 
resentative government and elective oou- 
trol over their own taxation. 

It is not a matter of Irish l)03st, but aa 
undeniable record of Parliamentary bi.<>- 
tory, that no great reform haa been anc- 
cessfully earned in the Britiah Parlia- 
ment during the peat one handled yeara 
independent of the advocacy and support 
of Ireland's repreaentativea. Bngllah re- 
formers bave alwaya been in a minoritv 
in their own Parliament on queatlons af- 
fecting lias.'! privileges and the enfran- 
chisement of the people. The reform bill 
of was ouly carried in the Honae of 
Commons by Irish votea. 

The abolition of the teata act, which 
gave religious and educational freedom 
to Noncomfortista, waa more the worlt 
of Daniel O'Connelf and hia pattv than 
of BngliA statcamen. The Cuaitiat 



movement, which waa the forerunner 
of modem Bngliah Radicaliam, bad Fer- 
fns O'Connor and Brontere O'Brien as 
Its most earneet leaders, while trades 
union legislation, land reform and llic 
extension of local govcrntiieiil throu^jti- 
out Great Britain could not have been 
enacted by Liberal Mini.stries without 
the support of members from Ireland. 

The Croftera act for Scotland, the 
parish coundla lawjor England, the abo- 
lition of flogging in the army and navy, 
and the recent reform of the British 
prison system' are due exclusively to the 
support which the Nationalist party has 
given during the last fifteen years to all 
meaaurea which made for the extention 
of popular freedom, the betterment of the 
industrirl classes and the removal of bru- 
talizing customs in Great Britain. 

It was thus in trying against rooted 
prejudices and hoatile majorities to ob- 
tain refonna tot their own people and 
country that the Irish Ifatlonaliat party 
have widened the boundaof British popu- 
lar righta. It ia a service which may not 
find too warm an approval from Irishmen 
who want no kind of connection to exisc 
between England and Ireland more inti- 
mate or objective than the sea which 
divides them. This is evvry true Irish- 
man's w» t and wish. This separation 
will not, however, be made more aifficult, 
but, on the contrary, more eaay of ulti- 
mate achievement by the men who are 
elected to apeak for Ireland showing 
themaelvea tbe'friends and advocates of 
freedom on all occaaiona when poptilar 
rights are to be nptield agaioat the cudma 
or Kings and classes. 

What the present Irish Parliamentary 
party mean to do is to mediUe in every- 
thing that comes before the House of 
Commons which concerns any part of the 
British empire, to ezpoae whenever possi- 
ble the sham nature of Bngliah rule, 
whcQier in India or in Africa, and to urge 
aelf •government of the wideat kind for 
every community under the crown who 
are supposed to enjoy what is insidioualy 
deuietf them, the boasteil rights of 
British subjects. 

In this way the imperial Parliament 
may Ik; UMile to learn, in the course of a 
few sessions, that there may be worse 
evils in aton for English statesmen who 
are called upon to govern an unwieldy 
empire than the reatoration to Ireland of 
a national legislature which would re- 
move from Westminster the aemi-revolu- 
tionary ideaa, principles and polidea 
which an Irish Nationalist representation 
must stand by in the House of Commons 
so long as they are retained there to 
speak and act nr the democratic people 
of Ireland.

or tbe terrible periods of itsrration that 
awept over Irdaad, bsgiooiiw ia the year 
184», the fMBiae of '48 wfll be refltem- 
berel;ss-tt* moat devaatating and de- 
ttroeUvc. #hite the suffering in tbe 
congested districts of the larger cities 
was widespread, jet to counterbalance 
this there was in those places an organ- 
ized fcysteni of relief conducted along both 
pablic and jiiivale lines. It v/as in the 
small hamleta and among tbe isolated 
tenant-fanncn that the famine wreaked 
the greatest haroc, for amoag tboae peo- 
ple there wan ao ptaUanthrophiils to 
give aid. 

Tbe cabin of Bhana Malia was aitnated 
on a barren tract of bad la the monnUin 
region some twenty-five milea northwest 

of Cork. There he live<l with his wife 
and child for the five years that had en- 
sued since the death of Capt. Sanderson. | 
This death marke<l an epoch in Shaun's ^ 
hitherto uneventful life ; for tbe old cap- 
tain and bia anccatora for generations | 
badt had been lords of the broad domain , 
that aorroaaded 8aaderaoD Ifaaor. A. 
typical conn try ••squire" of that period, I 
the capUin was a heavy drinker, an ar- 1 
dent sportsman and a poor busineaa man. | 
His estates were ao heavily encumbered 
at his death that bis son deapaired of re- 
claiming them, and couisquiBtly they 
passed into other hands. { 

With the paseing of the old family 
Shaun loat his poaition as gardener, for | 
tbe manor house was boarded up after 
the sale and the Sanderson family moved 
aWay. Maajr a tiuw afterwarda, while 
tilliBg the soil of his atony farm on tbe 
monntain aide, he sighed for the good 
old days of the eaay-going captain.

IRISH IN. LONDON. 




Just think of it I There are more Irisli 
ia London than in any city in the world; 
more than in New York, Chicago or Boa- 
ton; more than in Dublin, and more than 

in al! the cities and towns in Ireland, 
with the exception of Dublin, put to- 
gether. IIow thify got there, what has 
been their history and what are their 
poaitkm and proapecta today it were 



anrely a talc worth telling— one of the 
saddest and moat aqualid, one of the moat 

glorious and moat atimnlating in the 
annals of that race. When one reflects 
on the siifTtrings and luiiniliniion endured 
by the Irish «lio settled in London in the 
early part of the last century one wonders 
that they survived, not to speak of their 
having in so many instances truniphed 
over all opposition and made for them- 
selves poaitiona of influence and 
reapectability in the oommnaltjr. Of 
tboee who came la the famine yaara the 
experience couki have been Icca Utter, 
and that many of them have gone under 
in the struggle is not to be wondered at. 
There are men a'.id women whose memo- 
ries stretch back for fifty years and more, 
and listening to the tales they tell of 
what Irish Catholics have been made to 
suffer for their faith and their nationality 
one could only conclude that nothing but 
their special Providence which guards the 
exiled diiMrea of Ireland could have en- 
abled so many of them to weather the 
storms of persecutloo and poverty to 
which they l|av« been mpocad ia that 
mighty city. 

Yet it is among the poor Iri.sh in Lon- 
don that you fiud the warmest and most 
abiding love for the old land. Whether 
their accents \>e those of the cockney or 
of the Corkonian, whether for generations 
their people have lived in London or 
whether they have firat aeen the light by 
Irish mountainside or ia Irish valley, you 
have but to mention the old land, and 
especially at festival times, and you 
awaken memories and thonghta which, 
of a truth, more often than not, lie "too 
'deep for tears." It is such people who 
are the backbone of Irish faith and 
patriotism in London. 

liut the Irish in London are not all 
poor. There is not a trade or profeaston 
in which Iriahmen and Irishwomen sre 
not well to the fore. In law, medicine, 
suigery, architecture, art aad literature 
the aanics of the foremost repceeentstives 
must include a lar^e proportion of Irish 
men. There is hardly a public institu 
tion in Ix>udon in which an Irishman has 
not made his mark, from the House of 
Commons, designed by Harry, and as- 
sociated with the triumphs of Irish ora- 
tory and statesmanship, to the Albert 
memorial, wherein are displayed the 
sujierl) genius of Foley and the exquisite 
an of McDonnell.

The most comfortable ffeshion that has 
to bless woBica for Bway a year is 
the omnipresent shirt weitL The double 

faced short skirt is close to it, but some 
women are without the walking skirt, 
while every woman, old, miildle-aged 
and young has a supply of shirt waists. 
Last winter silk waists were the rule, 
and really nice women wore waists which 
were soiled and waists which were ragged. 
A silk waist is ragged in a surprisingly 
short time, and many a woman with a 
pteaeataUe front would have hated to 
remove her coat and show her ailk raga 
and dirt.

Hve cents, but it is worth having. Some

of broadcloth or two yarda of flannel, but 
all women have not that knack. If the 
waist extends below the belt more ma- 
terial will b^rcquired than if it ends, as 
it should, at the waist line. Why a frill 
of cloth should be left on the walat for no 
purpose save to injure the appearance of 
the woman is unexplainable. Sew eves or 
rings on the waist belt to correspond with 
hooks on the skirt Iximl and there wii! 
be no embarrassing interval between the 
two.
